To  tlx*  uninitiated  there  ia  little  dif¬ 
ference  in  the  several  sheer  fabrics,  but 
a  trained  eye  eau  easily  discern  what 
**  there  ia  Plain  white  fTocks  at  tbe  thin¬ 
nest  materials,  with  trimmings  of  lace 
and  embroidery,  anil  hand  sewing  still 
hold  their  own  at  tbe  head  of  tbe  list  as 
the  prettiest  frock#  a  girl  can  wear  and 
do  not  require  to  be  made  up  over  silk 
to  look  smarter  than  airy  other  costum**, 
but  they  cannot  be  e hissed  among  tbe 
inexpensive  ones.  The  daintiest  of 
>  ’  stitches,  the  fluc#t  of  lace  and  embroid¬ 
ery  show  to  tbe  best  poaeible  advantage 
on  tbe  thin  lawns  aud  organdie*,  anil 
us  they  launder  well  they  will  last  a 
long  time.  Bands  of  insertion  around 
the  bottom  of  the  skirt  or  down  each 
seam  is  a  style  of  trimming  which  in 
prettier  than  the  ruffles  edged  with  lace, 
which  have  a  tendency  to  detract  from 
tin-  height.  Of  course  on  a  tall  child 
they  are  preferable  for  that  very  reason.

The  fancy  work  of  the  moment  of  tbe 
modish  young  woman  is  uot  with  wool* 
or  silks  or  any  of  the  embroidery  mate¬ 
rials.  On  her  Hgbt  work  basket  is  juled 

tempting  array  of  sheer  organdie*, 
bolts  of  baby  ribbon  and  piece*  of  cue- 
half  inch  wide  lace  edging*.  The  organ- 
dies  are  iu  vaiioua  delicate  shade*,  with 
■mull,  indistinct  figure*,  and  they  ate 
pule  blue,  pink,  cream,  green  or  other 
tint,  which  is  perfectly  matched  in  tbe 
ribbons.  FTum  these  the  busy  fingers 
are  fashioning  corset  covers  to  be  worn 
under  tbe  sheer  shirt  waists  of  organdie 
aud  batiste  wlifHi  will  be  included  iu 
this  same  modish  young  woman’s  sum¬ 
mer  outfit.  The  little  slip*  are  cot  in 
three  pieces,  with  warns  only  under  the 
arms.  They  are  trimmed  all  around  tbe 
upper  aud  lower  edge*  and  up  tbe*front 
with  a  narrow  beading,  fiuished  with 
an  equally  narrow  lace  edge.  Through 
the  beading  the  ribbon  runs,  and  by  i>t 
they  are  drawn  into  a  full  and  pretty 
fit.  They  are  sleeveless,  tbe  armholes 
edged  with  the  t-arne  lace  autt  bcuding 
to  tie  up  on  the  shoulders.  Tbe  ribbon 
may  be  run  uubrokeuly  and  tied  around 
tlx*  garment  to  druw  it  into  a  bolero 
-ffict  iu  front,  or  it  may  cud  at  corsage 
and  belt  line  separately.  They  are  dain¬ 
ty  and  not  in  neo-usury  little  confections 
of  summer  toilet. — New  York  Evening

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Tbe  Smart  Bolero*. 

Every  sort  of  bttqne  apparently  is 
worn  just  now.  You  may  have  your 
bodice  to  reach  just  to  the  waist  or  to 
come  an  Inch  or  so  below  it  or  two 
inches  above  it,  cr  with  a  bolero  four  or 
five  inches  above  it.  In  addition  to  all 
this  you  can  have  a  choice  of  basques, 
whether  short  and  fully  plaited  at  the 
back  aud  plain  at  the  sides,  or  some 
six  inches  long  and  with  only  sufficient 
fullmss  to  make  it  free  from  wrinkles. 
Some  of  the  busqqes  ure  oujy  at  the 
back,  while  others  go  all  the  way  round. 
A  third  variety  is  very  full  at  the  back 
and  continues  aroaud  the  aides,  but 
without  fullness 

Of  all  these  styles,  perhaps  the  very 
smartest  is  the  bolero  which  just  reach¬ 
es  the  waist  at  the  back,  aud,  sloping 
downward  very  slightly  toward  tbe 
front,  overpasses  tbe  waist  line  by  not 
more  than  uu  inch.  Tbe  fronts  do  not 
meet,  bat  allow  a  vest  or  waistcoat  to 
be  seen,  and  at  a  point  some  six  inches 
above  the  waist  turn  back  in  revers, 
usually  of  satin,  and  often  covered  with 
lace. 

White  satin  ia  agaiu  to  be  used  by 
tbe  mile  for  all  such  purposes  this  sea¬ 
son.  One  boleto  that  I  have  seen  had 
very  deep  revers  cut  in  tabs  that  form¬ 
ed  a  collar.  These  tabs  were  not  only 
faced  with  the  richest  ivory  tinted  sat¬ 
in,  but  were  veiled  with  the  very  finest 
aud  costliest  Irusscla  lace.  Think  of 
the  lovely  effect  ef  ibis  on  a  bolero  of 
finest  Venetian  cloth  in  a6oft,  pale  tone 
at  sulphur  color,  tbe  skirt  being  in  the 
same  color  and  material.  Tbe  waist  belt 
was  white  satin  ribbon,  a  detail  that 
is  always  open  to  criticism,  for  ouly 
the  very  slimmest  figures  can  stand  a 
white  belt. — London  Truth.

Tbe  ef- 
foit  of  the  Deerfield  society  is  to  pro¬ 
duce  as  beautiful  needlework  as  that 
wrought  by  tbe  first  colonial  dames. 
Tbe  Deerfield  society  has  chosen  for  its 
coat  of  arms  a  spinning  wheel,  with  tbe 
letter  D  oil  tbe  hub.
